2. The sum which China is to pay 
is 565,000,000 gold marks, plus an 
allowance for Japan's improvements 
since Germany's day, minus an al- 
lowance for deterioration. 

$3: This sum is to be paid in an- 
nual instalments. China has pro-% 
posed to pay the whole sum in two 
or three years; Japan wants pay- 
ments epread out over a much longer 
period. It is this point which the 
two delegations are now debating. 

€ Within nine months after an 
agreement, Japan is to turn over the 
railway to the Chinese Government.

| Vaccination Facts. 
Te the Bdltor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE fundamental legal and medical 
facts regarding compulsory vaccina- 
tion may be briefly epitomized by stating 
éhat all compulsory vaccination is essen- 
tially illegal and cannot be validly forced 
on any person for the following reasons: 

1. No valid law can be based on what 
is essentially and demonstrably a false- 
hood, but must be based on actual truth. 

Now, all compulsory vaccination is 
based on this triple falsehood, viz: (a) 
That compulsory vaccination of a part or 
the whole of the population is necessary 
to prevent smallpox epidemics; (b) that 
nothing else prevents smallpox epidemics 
put general vaccination, and (c) that vac- 
cination ig perfectly safe and harmless 
and never causes injury or death. All of 
these propositions are demonstrably false, 
and therefore any law based on them is 
invalid. 

3. To inflict a bodily wound on any 
person, forcibly or against the will of that 
person, and to inoculate into that wound 
a disease which may invade the whole 
body and destroy health and life, as oc- 
curs in the act of vaccination, is an il- 
legal and criminal act in fact and law 
under the simplest fundamental principles 
of common law, statute law and constitu- 
tional guarantees; and any law allowing 
or authorizing such an act is, of course, 
invalid. 

$8. The medical profession, interested 
in vaccination, constantly represents that 
this medical and surgical operation 
known as vaccination is actually neces- 
sary for the safety of the genera] health 
and is perfectly safe and harmless for 
them and never causes injury or death. 
This false representation greatly aggra- 
vates the legal offense of the coercive 
vaecinator and the crime of forced vac- 
cination, because for any doctor to repre- 
_ sent and recommend to a patient a sur-. 
gical operation like vaccination as actual- 
ly necessary for his health and perfectly 
safe and harmless, which is not at all 
necessary for health and which is essen- 
tially and potentially dangerous and dead- 
ly and now actually kills more people 
than smalpox, is in itself obviously a 
grave medical malpractice and is believed 
td be actualy a positive crime and indict- 
able and punishable as such. 

It might be argued that an unvaccinat- 
ed person would expose others to the 
danger of smallpox. Attention is called 
to the fact that a refusal to be vaccinated 
invades no right of others’ and imperils 
no one. Failure to be vaccinated cannot 
endanger the vaccinated—all being vac- 
- cinated who wish—since, if the vaccinated 
are not protected by their own vaccina- 
tion, they would not be protected by the 
vaccination of others. No one can guar- 
antee that vaccination will produce im- 
munity from smallpox. There have been 
cases where vaccinated people have taken 
smallpox, and on the other hand where 
unvaccinated people, although exposed to 
smallpox, have not taken the disease. 

There are marly cases on record where 
irreparable damage has been done by vac- 
cination. Among these the recent Clark 
case as reported in the local papers is 
an example. 

Tt has been many years since Daniel 
Webster said: “Compulsory vaccination fs 
an outrage and a gross interference with 
the liberty of the people inz& land of free- 
dom,” but the public is beginning to 
realize the truth of this statement, when 
the Board of Health decides to place the 
entire State under a ban by which they 
«xpeact to vaccinate every citizen who de- 
sires to ride on a train. Even if vaccina- 
tion was accepted as a safeguard against 
emallpox, which it ts not, what per- 
centage of the whole population is the 
traveling public? And why the autocratic 
ruling in spite of the foregoing facts?

Louisans, familiar with that building today, imagine 
how it would look and what its condition would be, 
if the owners discontinued appropriations for {ts up- 
keep, say, for five years, or made inadequate allow- 
ances? In that time the building’s utility would seri- 
ously be impaired, presently the investment would be 
a total loss, and eventually the ruins would become 
@ menace to other buildings near it and to much of 
the city’s traffic. 

Of course, the owners of so valuable a property 
would never adopt such a policy. They could not 
even if they would. The city would not permit ft. 
Yet it is not much of an exaggeration to say that 
Congress has pursued a policy approximately as fool- 
ish and destructive, with r@spect to a far greater prop- 
erty than the Railway Exchange Building, namely, 
the Mississippi River. ‘ 

The folly of the Government's wastefully penuri- 
ous attitude towards the Mississippi is presented in 
the report of Major-General Lansing H. Beach, chief 
of the corps of engineers, the substance of which was 
published in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. The body 
of work that has been done on the river, involving 
an investment of many millions, is “rotting away be- 
cause of lack of funds” to complete and maintain 
the improvements. This is fcutely true as to the 
stretch of river between Cairo and St. Louls and 
measurably true from the Missouri’s outlet to Min- 
neapolis. The situation on the lower Mississippi is 
better, though money could profitably be expended 
there. Meantime, the deterioration of dikes and re- 
vetments progresses, with the result that valuable im- 
provements on privately owned property on both 
sides of the river are endangered. 

The Government's neglect of the river, its failure 
to appreciate the river’s value and to provide for 
its development and upkeep is an exasperating, in- 
excusatle record. Next to sheer neglect the parsi- 
mony {ft has practiced and is practicing is, as Gen. 
Beach says, “false economy.” At a time when cur- 
tailment of expenditures is imperative, reductions in 
river appropriations may speciously be advocated, but 
a Congress familiar with the river conditions and the 
potential value of the river could not be deceived by 
such sophistry. 

Congress should acquaint itself with the nation's 
rivers and, first of all, with the Mississippi, incom- 
parably the world’s greatest river in’ point of pos- 
sible service. Surely Congress should no longer 
pursue a policy which, as regards private property, 
would not be tolerated by any community. 
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THE ‘‘RESPECT’’ OBLIGATION. 

Nothing but prejudice, ignorance or a willful mis- 
reading of the terms of the four-Power agreement as 
to the Pacific can explain the contention that this 
agreement constitutes a guarantee of the territorial 
integrity and indepehdence of Japan on the part of 
the United States, Great Britain and France. 

The language relied upon by those who would have 
the Senate withhold its approval is that the contract- 
ing parties agree as between themselves “to respect 
their rights in relation to their insular possessions 
and insular dominions in the region of the Pacific.” 

The obligation in this clause is plainly to “respect” 
these rights and nothing more. What is the meaning 
of the phrase “to respect’”’ as used in international 
diplomacy? Does it imply an obligation to lend active 
aid or is it a mere passive condition? The answer to 
this is found in Article X of the League of Nations 
covenant, where the obligation “to respect” was 
coupled with another obligation ‘‘to preserve” as 
against aggression the integrity and independence 
of the respective members. The framers of the League 
covenant intended active interposition and, there- 
fore, included the phrase necessary to create that ad- 
ditional obligation. 

Under the law of nations the right of a state to be 
secure in its possessions is in principle the same 
as the right of an individual to be secure in his prop- 
erty. This being true of all there is a correlative 
duty imposed upon all to respect. these rights of each 
other. In particular, this duty requires each state 
to refrain from meddling or interfering in the con- 
cerns of other states; to do nothing that would im- 
pair or impeach the territorial supremacy or inde- 
pendence of another state. It is essentially a nega- 
tive obligation though it is an elemental one in any 
peaceable world order. 
In the four-Power agreement this unwritten legal] 
obligation is merely put in writing, enlarging in no 
way the duties already resting upon the four states. 
It is preliminary in the agreement, however, to the 
obligation created in the next clause “to communi- 


cate with one another, fully and frankly” should 
any aggression be attempted against their rights, 80 
that they may consider what action to take, if any,- 
jointly or separately. 

In plain language, it is as if the four Powers say: 
We will affirm certain principles of right and jus- 
tice as controlling in the Pacific; we agree not to 
intermeddle in each other’s insular or dominion con- 
cerns there; if any other states threaten any of our 
insular or dominion rights in the Pacific we will meet 
to see what can be done about it, singly or collectively. 


And that is all 
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AN END TO DEIFTING. 

“St. Louis has hopes and expectations, but no 
goal,” said Chairman Ernest J. Russell of the City 
Plan Commission in his address outlining an exten- 
sive improvement program for the city covering 
needs and projects already described in a series of 
articles in the Post-Dispatch. 

It is true, as Mr. Russell says, that we have been 
drifting. It is conceivable that we might continue 
to drift, as some men drift in their private affairs, 
until the Sheriff comes to take possession of their 
property for the satisfaction of debts. It is not to 
be believed that St. Louis will permit necessary im- 
provements to lapse to this pass. But as long as we 
drift and await the eleventh hour for the supplying 
of public necessities our city life is going to be a 
burden rather than an alluring project of construc- 
tion. 

Every intelligent consideration argues for the set- 
ting of a goal. The sardonio fact about drifting is 
that, in addition to being the least enjoyable, it is the 
most expensive. As already cited in these columns, 
the postponement of sewer reconstruction makes it 
necessary for the taxpayers to pay not only for new 
sewers in the end but to foot the bills also for patch- 
ing, street repairs and property damage which are 
the result of postponement of needed construction. 

On the other hand, improvements and _ replace- 
ments begun at the logical time enhance property 
values both as a direct result of the improvements 
and as an indirect result from promoting the growth 
of the city. Mr. Russell cites the calculations of the 
Big Brother Association that a normal, healthy, 
wholesome adult is an asset to his community worth 
$30,000, while a delinquent is a liability whose cost 
is $1000 a year. Inadequate traffic and transporta- 
tion facilities are a drain on every citizen’s time and 
a tax on his disposition, to say nothing of the acci- 
dents they invite. 

It is indeed time for St. Louis to end its era of

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THE COST OF BURIAL. 


There is an element in combating the high oti 


of funerals that is not to be calculated in an attack | 
on an egg trust or a shoe monopoly. This element is | 
touched in an appeal made by the St. Louis Presby- | 
tery to the Church Federation for co-operation to- | 
ward the reduction of funeral costs. “When great | 
grief comes,” says the appeal, “no one is in a bar-| 
gaining mood, but wants the best.” | 

The undertakers’ side is partly covered by a rep-| 
resentative of the craft in these words: 


The first thing the undertaker hears when he 
is called upon is “we want the best we can get.”’ 
We inform them that it depends upon what they 
wish to spend. We cannot bargain with our cus- 
tomers as persons in other lines of business can 
do We simply take orders. 


It is easy to see how human nature in the grip of an, 
exalted devotion to the dead can overstep the bounds | 
of wisdom in paying its final homage. It is easy to 
understand how an honest undertaker could reap the 
benefit of this sentiment Without protest, and how 
repeated experiences of this kind could gradually raise 
the standards. of burial beyond all limits either of 
reason or of true honor to the dead. 

Since human nature apparently is as much to blame 
as the cupidity of an overfed business, it is wel] that 
an organization such as the Church Federation take 
up the cause of economical burial, not on the occa- 
sion of “great grief,” but in the atmosphere of every- 
day ecdnomics. As a matter of cold fact there is 
doubtful honor to the dead in exceeding the decent 
requirements of burial by an amount of which the sur- 
viving family stands in actual need. 

There is a dignity in the simplicity of economy 
which is not unworthy of the best man who ever 
died.

“If the Powers are going to quit stealing in 
China and there is to be a spirit of fair-dealing 
in the islands of the Pacific, who knows but 
the thing might become sort of contagious and 
spread to all the evil of life? 

“Humankind is emotional. To have the prof- 
iteers suddenly renounce their thefts would be 
a no greater emotional phenomenon than the 
crusades. For all the people who evaded income 
taxes to confess their fraud and make res- 
titution would be no less characteristic of 
humankind moving to some high moral ground 
under great emotional stress than was the Civil 
War, a catastrophe in emotion which every 
other country avoided by abolishing slavery in 
calm. 

“For someone down here in the hills to get a 
religion and try to make amends for all the 
evils he had done was a common emotional 
phenomenon through the earl? history of Mis- 
sourl. The same thing could happen a world 
which has on its hands the blood of millions. 
Once its conscience became aroused there is no 
telling what it might do. Peace may become 
its ideal in some such way as goodness became 
the ideal of the Puritan. We may find our- 
selves burning irreconcilables in oil and repeat- 
ing most of the barbaritiles of great emotional 
times. 

“This is, of course, only an amusing specula- 
tion, though not outside the bounds of human 
temperament. If you doubt it, 
The thing that put the idea into my head is the 
almost unbelievable disposition of the world to 


have peace, Observe the temper of public opin-. 


ion during the Washington conference. There 
is not a delegation there which has not had 
tremendous pressure for peace brought upon it 
from the people of its own country. In our 
own country the popular mood was so serious 
that traditional opponents of disarmament 
were afraid to chirp. The vote on the Irish set- 
tlement in both houses of the British Par- 
liament is only another evidence of the same 
thing. The world wants peace. For the firat 
time in history there is an international opin- 
ion as firmly conjoined ag opinion in a single 
country or state. Men everywhere want peace. 
They are going to have jt, too. It serves not 
even the purposes of the burgeoisie. We saw 
war perish from the earth. Mark what I tell 
you. We did not realize it at the time, but we 
will realize it before very long. 

“People who thought we would wake up 
some day and banish war were laughed at only 
a few months ago. They were pacifists, idea}- 
ists, fools, cowards. We have come out of that 
delusion to embrace their sanity and share 
their practicableness. The world was crazy. 
There were not enough pacifists to lock it up, 
so it locked them up. 

“I think the best confession we could make 
of our ridiculousness in this country would be 
to let Mr. Debs out.”’

For eight consecutive years the late George 
Warren Brown offered a prize for figure paint- 
ing at the annual salon of the St. Louis Artists’ 
Guild. Through that period, in which there 
was established inero what every other great 
city in the United States has and must have to 
express itself culturally, Mr. Brown remained 
always a steadfast friend. He helped do some- 
thing, which must always be a gratification to 


us all. When the Guild began with gehe salon : 


the prize list in it was $450, as opposed to 
thousands of dollars in similar competitions 
at New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago 
and Washington. This year the prizes had 
risen to $1500, including one of $350 for in- 
dustrial paintings offered by the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce and another of $300 
for the best piece of art offered by the St, 
Louis Art League. If you will go out to the 
Guild and see the exhibition of this year you 
may witness some of the fruits of this annual 
salon. You will see an exhibition such as St. 
Louis could not have assembled when the salon 
began, and one moreovér highly creditable to 
any art community in a Western metropolis, 
John Carlson, the painter, who came out from 
New York two weeks ago with the jury which 
mraade the awards in the competition, said the 
exhibition reflected the independence, freedom 
and boundlessness of the West. He liked it, 
and commended its high standarfl of excel- 
lence. The exhibition is not, however, the 
whole fruit of what has been achieved by 
the salon which Mra Brown helped to estab- 
lish in St. Louis. Missouri is to have perhaps 
the finest decorated Capitol in the United States 
Two appropriations, one of $100,000 and an- 
other of $300,000, have been made for this 
work. Nine St. Louis artists—Miller, Carpen- 
ter, Berninghaus, Barnett, Nuderscher, Wuer- 
pel, Kigssack, Galt and Ott—are participating 
in that work. All of these artiste have been 
prominent in the St. Louis salon. Some of them 
have been fairly developed by it. Their work 
has been an inspiration to the new generation. 
Recently, in a competition held by the State, 
Miss Nancy Coonsman, a St. Louls sculptor, 
won a commission to place in the Argonne a 
$25,000 memorial to the Missouri soldiers who 
fell in France. The estate of art in St. Louis is 
immeasurably improved over its estate here in 
former years. Mr. Bixby has given Washing- 
ton University $250,000 for a inew art school 
and $75,000 for equipment. A°big city with- 
out art and the necessary etimuli of art is spir- 
itually dead, St. Louis was in that respect 
deader than Pompey for long periods of time, 
some of them exceeding the twenty-years sleep 
of Rip Van Winkle. Today it is alive. It has a 
bigger art colony than it has ever had is pro- 
ducing more good art than it ever produced, 
and is fast stepping abreast of other big Amer- 
ican cities in its esthetic and spiritual expres- 
sion. It has a fine art museum, maintained by 
public funds. All this is something to have 
accomplished, and now that he is dead Mr.

The Commisioner may cancel or 
require change of permits to man- 
ufacture patent medicines and 
preparations used as a beverage 
even if they are unfit for beverage 
use, or require the formula for 
making extracts to be changed or 
may cancel the permit, if it ap- 
pears to the Commissioner that the 
sale or use of such articles is sub- 
stantially increased by reason, of 
their use for beverage purposes. 

Importation Restricted. 

Importation of spirituous or vin- 
ous liquor is prohibited until the 
amount on hand shall not be suf- 

‘ficient to supply the current need 
for nonbeverage uses. 

Spirituous liquors exported in 
the original packages may be re- 
imported in such packages for re- 
deposit in the distillery warehouse 
from which originally removed. 

The courts of Hawaii and the 
Virgin Islands are given jurisdic- 
tion to enforce the national pro- 
hibition act. 

Regulations to carry the provi- 
sions of this act into effect are 
authorized. 

Revenue laws’ relating to the 
manufacture, taxation of, and 
traffic in liquor shall remain in 
effect when not in conflict with 
the national prohibition act, and 
prohibitive taxes and tax penal- 
ties provided in the national pro- 
hibition act shall be collected in 
the same manner as other taxes 
on liquor. 

Taxes on liquor stolen or de- 
stroyed shall not be _ collected 
from the owner if the loss. or 
theft did not occur as the result 
of negligence, connivance, collu- 
sion or fraud on the part of the 
owner or person legally account- 
able for the same. 

Search Warrant Required. 

Private residences may not be 
searched without a search war- 
rant. Officers who without prob- 
able cause and maliciously search 
any place without a search war- 
rant are penalized. Persons who 
impersonate officer® enforcing the 
prohibition act are heavily pen- 
alized. 

The experience of the county 
thus far has made clear certain 
difficulties in the enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment and 
it is thought.that the legislation 
just gnacted will aid very sub- 
stantially in removing these diffi- 
cultfes and in rendering law en- 
forcement more effective. 

t will prevent brewers from 
making, druggists from: selling 
and doctors from prescribing real 


plans were made for still larger 
quantities to be shipped if this 
provision of law had not been, 
adopted. 

$53.000,000 of Taxes on List. 

It is expected that the provis-" 
ion in the bill to have the revenue 
laws not in conflict with the na- 
tional prohibition, will greatly aid 
prohibiton enforcement and the 
collection of the prohibitive taxes. 
There are $53,000,000 of prohibi- 
tive liquor taxes on the assessment 
list now. The collection of much 
of this money was held up because 
the method of collection was not 
clear in the law. This act clari- 
fies the law and will make it pos- 
sible to collect a far greater 
amount of these prohibitive taxes 
than heretofore. These provisions 
are not only revenue measures, but 
also prohibitive enforcement 
clauses. 

The search warrant clause will 
make it clear that, even under the 
revenue laws, no private dwelling 
can be searched without a search 
warrant. No prohibition law has 
provided for such search for 
liquor and it was believed that it 
was a proper safeguard and it 
should be applied to the revenue 
laws as well. This provision will 
settle the claim that enforcement 
agents may enter private dwellings 
without search warrants. It also. 
makes clear that if they search 
any other property without rea- 
sonable cause and maliciously, 
they will be fined therefor. The 
rights of individuals and a reason- 
able authority for enforcement 
agents are safeguarded in this act- 
The fourth amendment to the 
Federal Constitution is no way in- 
fringed upon and very severe pen- 
alties are provided for any viola- 
tion of this amendment. 

Permits Return of Liquors. 

There are two provisions in the 
act in which non-beverage dealers 
are interested. It relieves the own- 


| gr of liquor stolen from additional 


taxes. It was thought that if the 
owner lost the liquor and the tax 
he, had already paid upon it that 
he should not be held for more. 

It also permits the return to this 
country of liquors exported in the 
original packages and reimported 
to be deposited in the distillery 
warehouse from which they were 
removed. Inasmuch as these 
would be the first liquors returned 
to this country after the supply 
was below the non-bevtrage needs 
and the owners would more care- 
fully safeguard them in ware- 
houses than persons who bought 
them abroad and smuggled them 
in, it was thought best to make this 
provision in the law.

PRISON CONDITIONS 


Former Warden of Sing Sing | 
in Address Here Also Reads. 


Communications to Board 
on Evils at Penitentiary.

Warden ef Sing Sing and other pris- | 
ons, who, in an appearance before 
the Missouri Welfare League in St. 


Louis last spring, stated that he had | 


been made ex-officio adviser to the 
Missouri Prison Board in matters 
‘concerning the Jefferson City peni- 
tentiary, reappeared last night be- 
fore the league in Sheldon Memorial, 
3648 Washington boulevard, to ex- | 


plain why he had not returned to /2 


Missouri, as he had declared he | 
would in August. 

As is known, Gov. 
members of the Prison Board let it | 
be understood after the departure. 
of Osborne last spring that he would | 
not be asked to return, because of 
their umbrage at what they believed 
to be exaggerated statements con- 
cerning the Jefferson City peniten- 
tiary. 

Osborne read last night two letters 
to the chairman of the board, to 
which he said he received no re- 
ply, and one to Gov. Hyde, to which 
he said the Governor replied that 
the matter of the prison would not

In his letter to Gov. Hyde, as read | %- and BP. 


by Osborne, he touched upon the 
broad aspects of what he regarded as 
shortcomings of the Missouri peni- 
tentiary and urged the Governor to 
undertake the reform of the prison. 
The defects cited in the letter follow: 

“1. Dope Traffic. What may be 
the exact percentage of men who 
use dope is unimportant. I never 
said that 70 per cent used it—al- 
though that figure was the estimate 
of one of the employes of the prison 
-—~in my judgment an exaggerated 
estimate. Gov.. Painter said that he 
figured from 10 to 20 per cent (200 
to 400 men). The exact percentage” 
is impossible to estimate and imma- 
terial. The important fact is that 
the prisoners are getting it to a large 
extent and the authorities are help- 
less. As we stood in the yard the 

“other day one prisoner came up to 
us and said: ‘I’m all lit up, but I 
know what I’m doing and saying.’ 

“I was ‘tipped off’ where some of 
it was coming in, and with a little 
care in investigation we can find out 
other channels. 

“2. Brutality. There can be no 
question that the guards, backed up 
by the warden, have been very cruel. 

. Within the last two weeks the war- 
den gaid, in the hearing of a per- 
fectly rellable witness, that he'd like 
to have the whipping post back and 
he'd show them how to run a prison. 

“The rings have been taken away, 
but men are ‘strung up’ to the doors 
of the cells; they are clubbed by the 
fuards, and struck. We can easily 
get a list, if it should be worth while 
raking up old horrors. 

: Indifference to Suffering, 

“3. Graft. As yet I have no ac- 
tual proof; but no doubt has been 
left in my mind of its existence. 
The contract system has been abol- 
ished only in name; its spirit and. 
ite actual practice continued. If the 
contractors buy the material, su- 
perintend the manufacture, and 
market Ahe product, is it not a dis- 
tinetion without a difference? The 
employes of the. contractors-vare al- 
lowed to punish the men; the 
wuards take orders from them. So 
far as the men are concerned, there 
is no difference. So far as I can 
vee, there is none—except that the 
‘haneces of graft are greater now 
than when the system was . 0»not. 
camouflaged. | 

“4. Indifference. Almost worse 
than the brutality which at its worst 
is sporadic, is the universal indif- 
ference to human needs or human 
suffering. Men who should be in 
the hospital are sent back to work. 
I saw them. It is no guess: for I 
saw the mutilated hands, the fes- 
tering Wounds, .the unmistakable 
evidence” of foul disease. 

“5. Degeneracy. The hideous vice 
which permeates most prisons un- 
doubtedly exists in full force in the 
prison. I told you of one report 
which had reached me. In St. Louls| 
it was stated th me on good author- 
ity. I heard that the place was 
‘rotten with vice.’ I do not doubt 
it. The reason why I did not in- 
nulre into the matter at Jefferson 
‘ity was that. IT knew that under 
the conditions I saw there, there 
could be but one tnevitable result. 

“In his comment upon the inac-

the Kanaas City Post, Gov. Painter 
said that IT had spent but two hours 
in the prison—the presumption be- 
ihe that I could not learn much in 
that time, 

Basis of His Opinions. 

‘“My opinions have been formed 
from the following: 

“A. The personal observation of | 
Dr. Kirchewey and myself, aided by | 
Mr. Bolasky, an unusually shrewd, 
experienced and competent observer. | 

“B. What I saw and heard from | 
the prisoners themselves as they | 
thronged about Mr. Bolasky and my- | 
self in the prison vard on Monday, | 
and poured theif confidences into our | 

ears for an hour or more. (Usually. 
he statements of prisoners are un- | 
trustworthy; I always accept them 
, with caution, but it makes a great 
‘difference with whom and. under 
what circumstances they talk. In 
this case the prisoners had recetved 
word from their friends outside, be- 
fore we came, that they could trust 
me and tell me the truth. Moreover, * 
there were a few of my old Sing Sing 
and mavy prisoners, who can be de- 
pended upon.)

haps we can do something then,’ be- 
cause that child may not be here 
next year if the Children’s Aid does 
not step in at once,” said Mrs. Hitch- 
cock. “We have had 1006 cases re- 
ferred to us in the past year, most 
of them involving detailed investi- 
gation. Members of our staff have 
made 5997 visits to homes of the 
chilgren, foster homes, clinics and 
hospitals in behalf of the children.” 

Miss Bertha Miller, acting general 
secretary of the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety, states that the Children’s Aid 
Society placed 363 children with 
private families where their board 
is paid and clothing supplied during 
the past year, and in addition 22 
other children have been under the 
supervision of the society.
